Antioch Township to Buy 
New Plow-Grader Combine 

A new combination road grader and snowplow will be added to the 
Antioch Township equipment to replace one that gave trouble during last 
week's blizzard, supervisor Lloyd Murrie reported. 

The breakdown of a township plow and grader caused some roads to 
be plowed later than others. He said the grader was at least 20 years old 
end needed replacing anyway. 

By Friday repairs had been made so that plowing of subdivision roads 
could be done. 



Murrie explained that township 
roads come first. 

Antioch Township will borrow the 
money to buy the grader-plow and 
may have it for use within a couple 
of weeks. Not enough money is 
available right now to take it out of 
ready cash for this purpose. 

Cost of the new equipment is esti- 
mated at about $22,000. 

Murrie said that snow removal 
equipment from southern Illinois 
was brought into Lake county and 
some was seen in the Antioch area 
to help clear snow-clogged roads. 

In addition to this and regular 
state, county and village plows, 
private equipment was hired. 

Monday and Tuesday in Antioch 
village crews removed snow piled 
up by plows and shovelers along 
downtown curbs at the crosswalks 
so pedestrians would have less 
trouble crossing Main Street. 

Route 173, where it was blocked 
east of route 21 near Antioch, was 
cleared of snow Thursday night. 
North avenue east of the village and 



outside the village limits toward 
U.S. highway 45 was cleared about 
the same time.. 

Trucks and many vehicle stuck in 
the snow on route 173^ slowed the 
clearing of that highway east of 
Antioch. 

Schools in and around Antioch 
were closed last Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Friday, with the latter day 
a scheduled vacation date anyway, it 
being Lincoln's birthday anniver 
sary. 

There was hardly a person living 
in this area who didn't have a tt&e 
of his or her own experiences dur- 
ing or after the blizzard. 

One couple, for instance, couldn't 
reach their home in rural Lake Villa 
last Wednesday night and had to 
spend the night in a motel at the 
junction of route 173 and 21-83 just 
south of Antioch. 

Trucks and cars were stalled along 
173 near the village and their driv- 
ers and other occupants sought re- 
fuge in farmhouses and restaurants.

Mary Somerville, 
Ex-Bakery Owner 
Here, Dies At 85 

Mary (Mollie) Somerville, 85, 
of 931 Main street, Antioch, died 
last Friday morning in the Manor 
Nursing heme at Mesa, Ariz.

Three members of the Antioch 
grade school board of education 
will meet with three teachers from 
the Antioch and Oakland grade 
schools to discuss a salary schedule 
for the coming school year. 

A delegation of teachers met with 
the board Tuesday evening to pro- 
pose a $500 increase in salaries for 
local grade school instructors. They 
said' teachers elsewhere had been 
asking from $400 to $600 raises. 

The joint committee will report 
at the March 15 board session, 
next regular 'meeting night for the 
trustees.

A new system of telephone num- 
bering will be introduced in select- 
ed Illinois Bell Telephone communi- 
ties starting in 1960. 

Called "All Number Calling" <A- 
NC), It uses seven numerals instead 
of the familiar two 'letters, five- 
numbers. 

A typical ANC number would be 
shown as 395-9981, D. L. Hood, man- 
ager of the Antioch telephone of- 
fice, told the local Lions club re- 
cently. 

The proposed plan for the new 
Antioch dial building provides for 
Antioch to be on the all number 
calling plan, he said. 

The major need for all number 
calling is brought about by contin- 
ued growth of direct distance dial- 
ing, (DDD>. 

Eventually, the company would 
run short of usable neutral prefix 
codes for DDD calling in densely 
populated areas under the present 
numbering systems, he stated

tance dialing possible, the United 
States and Canada have been divid- 
ed into numbering plan areas, with 
a three digit code for each area. 

Each telephone must have a dif- 
ferent number from every other 
telephone in its own DDD area. 

The present system, witb. the first 
two letters of the exchange name 
plus one figure used as a prefix 
code, has served this purpose. 

But ^practical limitation and the 
lack ofsuitable prefix names re 
duces the number of usable prefix 
codes to less than 540 In each DDD 
area. 

All number calling provides 640 
immediately available prefix codes 
in each DDD area. 

It is expected that this number 
will be increased to about 800 by 
allowing numbering plan area codes 
to also serve as prefix codes within 
each area. 

Change to ANC is being consider- 
ed for late in I960 in about 20 I.B.T.

The high point of the day came 
when we watched two elephants

They acted like a couple of little, 
boys, shoving each other under, 
sometimes , both completely under 
at the same time. We were within 
30 or 40 feet of them, but they 
hardly seemed to notice us. 

NOV. 20. We drove back to Goma 
today, taking on early morning drive 
through Elizabeth Park before go- 
ing on. 

We saw a group of 9 or 10 hyena 
and drove off the road to get a bet- 
ter look. We went to within 20 feet 
of them and they just looked at us 
curiously and went on lying there. 
One turned over and rubbed his 
back on the' ground like a dog. 
When we deliberately drove closer 
to stir then up, they ran just a 
abort distance and peeked out at 
us from behind some bushes. 

A little farther along we saw 
quite a number of mongoose. So 
that made two firsts today, hyena 
and mongoose. 

We checked the cost of gas, 03c 
a gallon, U. S. money and gallon. 

NOV. 30— We flew from Goma to 
Nairobi. We met Dr. Barrle, Amer- 
ican, a specialist In tropical diseases, 
working for the U. S. and the 
World' Health Organization.

We went to see a Mos- 
lem Mosque. The outside was very 
attractive, minarets at the: corners 
of the building. But the:. Inside 
seemed very 'bare. There were no 
seats. The floor was covered with! 
mats for the men to sit on or kneel 
upon. There is a balcony for the 
women, curtained so they cannot see 
the men, and mats to sit upon. 
'DEC. 3. We drove about 170 
mites south from Nairobi to Arusha. 
Some/of the parks are closed be- 
cause of the rains, but we can go 
to : Ngbrongbro iJrater.' It'waa too 
late to drive on to the crater so we 
drove around town and happened 
onto an experimental .farm, and 
school. Here they are teaching 
cleanliness, health, cooking, diet, 
etc. to young women, and the young 
men are studying forestry and agri- 
culture. The best of them can go on 
to the university. 

. The natives, Masai, are very good 
looking people, and wear very 
colorful costumes. Both men and 
women have their ears pierced in 
several places and wear many heavy 
ear ornaments. They do not like 
to have their pictures taken. 

The Masai have . large herds of 
cattle and do not like to work for 
the whites. Their chief food is a 
mixture of blood and milk. 

FRIDAY, DEC. 4, Roads are 
rough, often rocky and the driving 
Is rugged. You cannot make good 
time and surely take a beating as 
you are bounced around. 

We met a girl here In the hotel 
who lives with her parents on a 
19,000 acre farm, 40 miles from Aru- 
sha. They have 1,000 acres in corn 
and another 1,000 in beans. In one 
field the furrows are 2 miles long. 
They have 2;000 sheep for wood 
and 600 for meat. 

Two hundred, natives work for 
them and they keep a pack of 23 
dogs to help protect the stock. Lions 
carefully carrying home a plastic d elephants some times cause trou- 
bag of snails infected with Bilhar- blfi fl J h f ^ fcm n to M 
aia, a tropical disease.

The stock is kept In fenced corrals 
at night. If the animals seem upset 
and the dogs act frightened, the 
watchmen know a lion is in the 
vicinity and the boy goes for the 
boss. He goes our after the Hon 
with f gun and a search light. Na- 
tives are not allowed to have guns. 

We drove from Arusha about 120 
miles to Ngorongoro Crater. Along 
the way we saw a great many os- 
trict. One pair had 7 little ones 
with them. There were also many 
zebra and quite a few giraffe along 
the road. 

The last 20 miles were especially 
rugged. We went up about 4,000 
feet in 12 miles. One lane, im- 
passable in the long rains. Cars 
had trouble this evening after q 
shower. 

We saw our first jackal. Its head 
was like that of a fox, body about 
the size of a terrier. 

DEC. 9. What a ride! What a 
day! We went down to the floor of* 
the crater and zlg-zagged all over 
looking for game. It rained last 
night so the road was miserable. 
We hired a land rover and a native 
driver/ The car had four wheel 
drive and chains. We made about 
00 miles between 7:30 a.m. and 0:30 
pm, stopping only for lunch. 

But we were satisfied. We saw 
our first rhino. In fact we saw a 
number of them. The first was a 
mother with a little ' one about 3 
weeks old. That baby stayed so 
close to its mother that it seemed 
to be on a leash. 

Another first was a tiny dik-dik. 
It is the smallest of the antelope 
and seemed no more than 10 Inches 
tall. Its little horns were no more 
than 2 or 8 inches long. It was a 
perfectly lovely little creature. 
" We also saw a small cat. I think 
it was a cervyx. We are told it la 
rarely seen. We almost ran over It 
before It jumped up out of the grass 
and sped into the brush. 

Among other firsts were the fox 
and the rock rabbit (the first rabbit 
we have seen in Africa.) We came 



ia now very wide-spread, and con- 
cern is felt that it may spread to our 
southeastern states. Only TB and 
malaria now are more widespread. 

DEC. 1— Corwin's birthday. We 
went to the Royal National Park 
just outside Nairobi and saw our 
first ostrich. They were scattered 
singly, in pairs. 

We saw two very sleepy lions 
and even when 6 or 8 cars gathered 
around they would hardly bother to 
look up. The female lay on her 
back for a while, 4 feet up In the 
air, then she washed her face just 
as a house cat does. 

There are a great many Indian 
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We clocked an ostrich at 38 mph. 
Saw one ostrich nest with 28 eggs, 
another with 10, 

We clocked a rhino at 38 mph and 
he wasn't , evert tjjyirjay :

DEC. 0. Back to Nairobi and it 
was a long, dusty, tiring ride, We 
stopped at the native market in 
Arusha to take pictures. Then back 
to Nairobi with the Masai spear 
Corwln had bought along the road/ 

'We . checked in at the Norfolk, 
At the edge of town and plenty of 
parking space. Very pleasant. Mos- 
quito netting Is draped around' the 
beds. There must be a reason. 
Coffee is served after dinner on the 
verandah. It Is so hard to get a 
cup with your meal that we have 
given up trying. • But the early 
morning coffee in bed is a good idea. 
If only 'I had one of these native 
boys at home. 

DEC. 8. We drove about 120 
miles south to Nakrumu to see' the 
pink flamingos, but they were al- 
most all white. We saw hundreds 
and hundreds of flamingos but only 
a few were all pink. Others had 
pink wings. 

South of Nairobi we went through 
rich farming country. There were 
more and larger native villages than 
we have seen in any other area. 
Their huts have walls framed with 
poles or sticks and plastered with 
mud. Roofs are thatched. 

DEC. 14. We flew up to Addis 
Ababa, altitude 8,000 feet. Staying 
at the Ghiori hotel. 

DEC. IS. We hired a car for the 
day, with a driver, to see the city. 
There really is not much to see. 

The market is like native markets 
all over the world except for the 
many stalls selling cheap cotton 
cheesecloth, with embroidered bor- 
der. This is used as a head cover- 
ing, shawl, wrap around skirt for 
the women. 

Natives have their own unique 
taxi service. Two can ride with a

Out in the country we saw the 
native Malayan people, farmers. 
Rubber and tin are the chief exports 
of the country and we rode past 
mile after mile of rubber planta- 
tions. Men and women both work 
at tapping' the trees and processing 
the rubber in factories for export. 
Rice is an important food and is 
raised wherever the land is suited 
to it. 

Palm oil is another important pro- 
duct. Much land is planted in 
palms that produce fruits from 
which the oil is extracted. 

Women in the cities do heavy, 
hard work. Most of the laborers on 
buildings are women and we see 
them carrying bricks and cement on 
their shoulders on almost every new 
building being erected. v 
JAN. 18. . Bangkok. 
We took a launch in the early 
morning to see the floating market 
Houses are side by side at the edge 
of the stream. Porches extend out 
over the water with steps down Into 
the stream. It is early in the day 
and we see the people bathing and 
washing their teeth in the stream. 

Small boats carry vegetables, 
fruits, charcoal, dry goods, from 
door-to-door. 

Children go to school in boats — 
sometimes paddling their own. Oth- 
er taxi boats carry one or two pas- 
sengers. 

On a trip by car outside the city 
we saw mile after mile of flat rice 
fields. The rice is now being har- 
vested. Men and women using a 
small scythe cut and tie a handful, 
lay it on a small stack. All day long 
in this blazing hot sun, cutting, bind- 
ing, stacking. 

Other fields have been cut and 
the grain is hauled from the fields 
on a crude sled, pulled or drawn by 
water buffalo. We didn't see a 
horse or tractor all day long.
